1B HAVE been fascinated during the past six 
| weeks watching the training of the sol- 
idiers in some of the southern camps. Their 
‘daily routine, their special training in warfare, 
-their drills and exercises, are all wonderful 
tto the civilian who watches them. 

It has been evident to me, however, that the 
ttraining of an army by the external method, 
cor the routine of camp 
\life, is only possible 
{up to a certain point. 
, All this is most neces- 
sary, but effective only 
tas far as the physical 
jis concerned.

mediately behind the 
trenches.

lasting as it did for days, he said, “I noticed 
that when the guns were at their heaviest fire 
the sparrows only fluttered in and out of the 
hedges, and never left the battlefield. Ina 
moment of leisure IT opened my Testament 
and read, ‘Not a sparrow falleth to the ground 
without your Father. Ye are of more val- 
ue than many sparrows.’ I cannot tell you 
how comforted and strengthened I was in 
the midst of the hottest shell fire of the 
war.” : Te

If one desires to know the height 


-and the depth of the English-speaking folk, 
if he wishes to know the secret of their 
power, it is to be found in that great transla- 
tion which has gone before them in other 
times, ‘‘a pillar of cloud by day, and a pillar 
of fire by night.’’ 


There will be no battle line of our folk, 
under either of our flags, but there will be 
men who withstand the shot and collision and 
conflict, strengthened by some verse of this 
great book which comes to their minds. 
There has not been a battlefield of those 
who speak our tongue where there were not 


those waiting in weariness, so close to death, 


who turned, as toilers at home do, to find 


their way to a copy of the New Testament 
which they had somewhere about them; who 
turned to a book which preserved their lives, 
not for the present alone but for the future, 


-and who found there the words to comfort and 


strengthen. 
One of the discoveries of the day has been 


the discovery that men, in the stress of battle 


conflict, when the greater things of life draw 
near, those things which are not with houses 
or gold, nor place nor flattery, and which are 
not in the world markets to be bought or 


sold, turn to this great literature. Attempts 
were made to distribute little bits of literature 
that could be carried in the trenches in France. 
But it was found that men desired not trivial 
things, little stories, anecdotes. Instead, 
that they wanted passages of great verse, of 
great prose—the big things that appeal to the 
patriotism of men—and above all they wanted 
passages of the Bible. 

When Cromwell stood in defense of free- 
dom, type such as that in which this New 
Testament is printed was not made, nor was 
there press or paper capable of condensing 
this Testament into its brief space. And so 
passages of the New Testament were dis- 
tributed and carried by Cromwell’s Ironsides. 

The great work for soldiers by Bible socie- 
ties first began, as you gentlemen well know, 
in the Peninsula Campaign. That was by the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. We have 
already had a witness to the task which the 
American Bible Society did in the Civil War. 
That same work has gone on through all our 
wars, And by the distribution of the New 


Testament in this fashion we have been 


brought closer and closer together. This 
blessed work has brought into closer sym- 
pathy the minds and hearts of the English 
folk. 

If you turn to the globe of the earth you 
will find you can run your hand across from 
the pines of the Orkneys, through Canada 
and the United States, and across the Pacific, 
and you will at last rest in the antipodes, 
in the palms of Van Dieman’s Land, and 
there, on that line, are 160,000,000 English- 
speaking folk who to-day are defenders of 
liberty, and who are to be through all the 
years to come the guardians of the liberty of 
humanity. This is the task to which we have 
addressed ourselves. And the distinguished 
soldier who addressed us was right in believ- 
ing that no one thought of, or dreamed of, 
peace until the soldiers of England and 
France and the United States and all the 
Allies have made liberty for all the races of 
men secure for all time tocome. It is for 
this that we are sending our boys across the 
seas. 

For myself, when I heard of the gift of a 
million Testaments, I had two things that I 
wished to do. One was that I should ask the 
privilege of having enough of these books so 
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I could mark in them the name of each of 
the two score young men who have gone 
from the benches in the School of Journalism 
where I have taught to take their places in 
the Army of the Republic. And I have no 
doubt that if this were practiced in many 
places there would be many colleges situated 
in the same way, glad to send this book to the 
boys beyond, in the trenches. 

There is another great duty, Mr. President, 
which I should like to call your attention to. 
For instance, I notice that there are to-day on 
the borders of Russia 270,000 Armenian refu- 
gees who, in the Via Dolorosa which they 
have trod, have lost everything—even the 
Testaments which they had. There are about 
700,000 Greeks, and half of them still living 
in the same condition. There are to-day 
about a million Christians who have gone 
through the unutterable misery and ravage 
and rapine of the last two years over in the 


A Japanese Colporteur’s Courage and Success 
By C. Maekawa 


FTER my first attempt at selling Bibles 
in a school, the idea came to me of 
making a point of visiting all the schools that 
I could reach. I went at once to a girls’ 
school, and though it was past school hours, 
I proceeded to the office to ask permission to 
enter. Upon finding no one there, I went on 
to the dormitory and met the matron. She 
was very unwilling for me to sell my Bibles. 
I insisted, however, upon her looking at the 
variety I had with me. She consented to 
look, saying—‘‘I assure you that we are not 
going to purchase any.”’ 

While she was looking at them a student 
passed the door and, seeing the Bibles and 
Testaments, went to the girls’ rooms and re- 
turned with many of the girls. They became 
greatly interested and requested the matron 
to be allowed to buy the better ones. I sold 
them twenty-three Bibles and Testaments, 
feeling well rewarded for my efforts to get 
the matron interested. My efforts did not 
stop there, for the next morning I went to the 
office, and though I found that they had re- 
fused Bible colporteurs before me, I per- 
sisted in being allowed to enter again, and, 
succeeding, sold thirty-five Bibles. Since then 
I have received several orders from this same 
school. 

One of the colporteurs told me of another 
school where they allowed Bibles to be ex- 
hibited but not sold. After much prayer I 

_went to that school, and found that they were 
_very Strict in regard to this rule. I told 
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Ottoman Empire, and I trust there will be 
some liberal soul who will be willing to give 
the Bible Society the joy of supplying these 
with the Word of God. 

And give them the New Testament. As 
we give that book to those who fight for vic- 
tory, let us give it also to those who have 
suffered, and yet won, the victory of preserv- 
ing their faith under persecution. : 

As I think of all this I remember, too, that 
some of these volumes will be taken by the 
hands of a comrade from the pocket of some 
man whose body lies out in the trenches, 
and it will be returned to his home and be 
cherished there for all time, and those who will 
see it will rejoice and be exceeding glad that 
one dear to them has been held worthy to} 
give his life as a ransom for the liberty of 
men, one who shares in the glory of having 
secured for all time the enfranchisement of 
humanity. (Applause.) 


them that I was not selling for profit, that the 
Bibles were sold at a loss to the publishers, 
and that I was a preacher of Christianity and 
not a business representative. Whereupon I 
was allowed not only to exhibit, but to sell. 
The students of the school bought of me 
ninety-four Bibles, and on my second visit 
there I sold over one hundred volumes. 

Some colporteurs have told me that it was 
very discouraging work—that of trying to in- 
troduce Bibles in the schools. It is true that 
some schools will close their doors, and that 
is to be expected. But in these experiences 
I have related I felt that even though appear- 
ances were disheartening, if one did not give 
up one could break down many barriers. So 
I resolved to go to as many schools as pos- 
sible. 

At one time I visited a large girls’ school 
where the principal conferred with the faculty, 
in my presence, as to the advisability of in- 
troducing the Bible to the students. It wa 
a new experience for them, and no one seemed 
ready to express any opinion. The principal 
finally consented, saying he did not think it 
would injure the students. So I sold over 
hundred there. 

At a large ‘“‘ Middle School’’ the teachers, 
who were strongly opposed to Christianity, 
allowed me to enter and sell a few Testa 
ments, after seeing my earnestness. Then, 
too, after I had sold a few Bibles in a medical 
school, one of the students said to me—“‘ It 
does me good to see you selling the Scrip- 

‘ : 
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tures in this Buddhist school. I have often 
itried to form a Christian band here, but have 
ibeen denied the privilege, and yet you come 
and they see your earnest desire and allow 
‘you to sell your Bibles.”’ 

Meeting with Buddhists and students of 
‘Buddhist schools is one of my most interest- 
ting experiences. I am often opposed, but 
‘more often they manifest a desire to know 
about Christianity. Many people show sur- 
prise upon my attempts to visit Buddhist 
schools, but I truly believe that the few Bi- 
bles I sell to the priests are worth more to 
us than to sell to many a Christian preacher. 
One Buddhist young man told his fellow- 
students: “‘I at least want to investigate and 
have an intelligent knowledge of Chris- 
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tianity.’””, When I heard those words I poured 
out my heart to God, and begged that he 
might find the “pearl of great price.”’ 

There is one more incident I want to relate. 
A post card came to me from a man which 
read thus: ‘“‘I am deeply impressed and de- 
sire to get salvation. May I come to you for 
help?’’ He came and the Lord saved him. 
One night after his wonderful experience he 
told me, “‘Even my sister can see my great in- 
ward change. I used to become easily of- 
fended, but now I can receive anything with 
a smile.” 

So you see there is a great work for us 
colporteurs to do. I am thankful for the 
help that God gives, and with his help resolve 
to continue in his work. 


A Roman Catholic View of the Bible 


E venture to reproduce in the RECORD 

this month what is quite rare, and 
rather contrary to our general custom, an 
article by a Roman Catholic ecclesiastic, the 
Rev. Father John C. Reville, S.J., who writes 
on ‘The World’s Greatest Book,”’ in America, 
A Catholic Review of the Week {October 6, 
1917), published in New York. It is written 
from the standpoint of his own church, and 
Protestants would not consent to the classifi- 
cation of the Maccabees with Joshua and 
David. The strength and beauty of the whole 
article, however, both in its exquisite English 
and in its comprehensive grasp of the value 
and significance of the Bible, makes us all but 
forget any question about the canon. The 
author has rendered a service to all English 
readers. 

The World’s Greatest Book 


The Bible is the inspired Word of God. As 
such it has a right to our respect and a su- 
preme claim to our submission and accept- 
ance. As the inspired and infallible utterance 
of the Deity, it holds a position unique in 
history. But the Bible is not only God’s book 
in the truest meaning of the word, it is the 
world’s noblest literary treasure. Even were 
we not to consider it as God’s book, written 
for our spiritual needs and instruction, sealed 
with the divine authority of his message and 
the wisdom of his teaching, it would still 
occupy a position absolutely unique. In 
theme and treatment, in originality, power 
and beauty, in unity and variety, in simplicity 
and sublimity; by its startling contrasts all 


blending into the stern inflexibility of its one 
single purpose, by the marked individuality 
yet universality of its appeal, by its epic 
grandeur and tragic catastrophes, in melting 
pathos and idyllic charm, it is without a peer 
or a rival; it will never be surpassed. In 
perfection of form the classic literature of 
Greece and Rome may be superior to that of 
the Hebrew writers. Among the giants who 
shed an undying luster on the little tribe 
locked in the fastnesses of Palestine there 
were no great tragic writers like Sophocles, 
whose ‘‘(Edipus Rex’”’ is perhaps the most 
harmoniously planned and most faultlessly 
executed work the world has seen. But the 
“thought is more than the expression, the 
kernel more than the gshell,’? and in sub- 
stance, in depth, in the hold which it has 
over the human heart in every race and 
clime, the Bible surpasses every other book. 
It dwells in a region and an atmosphere pe- 
culiarly its own and to which others may not 
aspire. | 

The Bible is the true universal history. 
The book is as wide as the world, as deep as 
the heart, as sublime as the heavens. In its 
pages are to be found the destiny and the 
annals of mankind, the very thoughts and 
secrets of God. Of all books, it alone authori- 
tatively records the birth of time, when the 
new earth in virgin beauty clad wheeled into 
space and the stars sang their morning hymn. 
Alone of all the records of men it has dared 
to describe the hour when the heavens will be 
folded up as a scroll and the Angel of the 
Judgment will swear by the living God that 
time shall be no more. Genesis is the story 
of the birth of a world; the Apocalypse is 
a mournful threnody over the end of all 
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created things. In the former Moses writes 
with the freshness and innocence of childhood 
marveling over the loveliness of a fairy tale, 
yet unconsciously carried into the regions of 
the sublime by the very beauty of the story. 
In the latter John, the eagle-eyed, chronicles 
the closing act, the tragic catastrophe of the 
world drama, and then is swept to the heights 
of vision and song as he describes the new 
Jerusalem coming in her bridal garb to meet 
her Lord. The idyl and the dirge, fact and 
prophecy, the old and the new, time and eter- 
nity, meet in the first and last syllables of 
this marvelous book. 

Between Genesis and the Apocalypse are 
all the emotions, all the passions, and joys, 
and sorrows, all the virtues, all the sanctities, 
all the vices and crimes which can stir or 
move, defile or ennoble the human heart. 
There Moses sings his hymn of triumph as 
the horse and its rider and the chariots of 
Pharaoh roll weltering in the waves; and 
David mourns over Saul and Jonathan slain on 
the high places, the two dread warriors swifter 
than eagles, stronger than lions. There a 
Virgin exults in spirit and magnifies her Lord 
because she is to become the mother of her 
God. Gather together all the thoughts and 
feelings which can agitate humanity. They 
are all in the Bible. God, Nature, Man— 
these are its themes. 

That book, says Goethe, ‘‘is not the book 
of a nation, but the book of nations, because 
it places before us the fortunes of one nation 
as a Symbol unto all the rest, because it con- 
nects the history of this one people with the 
origin of the world, and by a series of earthly 
and spiritual developments, of facts necessary 
and accidental, continues it unto the remotest 
regions of the farthest eternities.’’ The Bible 
is written practically in its entirety by men of 
Jewish blood. On every page, even when the 
language is Greek, there is an unmistakable 
Hebrew color. Every thought has been fused 
in the Hebrew mold. Language, customs, 
manners, religion, traditions, civilization, 
prejudices, opinions—all that is decidedly He- 
braic. It is impossible to mistake them. No 
book is more nationalistic, in one sense more 
narrow. It tells the fate of a single race, it is 
confined to the fortunes, material and spirit- 


ual, of a single people dwelling in a single 


province, insignificant in comparison with its 
neighbors, and still more so with regard to 
the larger bustling world around it—small, 
tradition-bound and unprogressive. Yet no 
book is more universal in its appeal. No 
other has so deeply stirred the heart of 
humanity. Not one of those who deny its 
divine inspiration and authority has dared to 
deny its magic hold on the passing genera- 
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tions. For in that book the very soul of man 
is laid bare. We read humanity’s secrets 
there as if we held its quivering heart pulsat- 
ing within our palm. ‘The great artists of the 
Bible have depicted as on a tapestry of co- 
lossal size but rare and marvelous texture and 
color the history of the human race, the birth 
of worlds, the creation of angels and men, 
the fall of empires, the death of princes and 
kings; battles, sieges, murders dark and 
bloody in the palaces of eastern monarchs, 
strife, treachery and bloodshed under the 
shepherd’s tent, epic battles and pastoral 
idyls, the heroism of the patriot dying for the 
fatherland, the purity of the Hebrew boy re- 
pelling the assaults of the temptress, the re- 
pentance of a man after God’s own heart 
prostrate in the dust at the recollection of his 
ingratitude toward the God who had crowned 
him king. A wonderful book, that opens 
with the voice of Jehovah breaking the eter- 
nal silence in Genesis and closes with the 
crash of the Angel’s trumpet in the Apoca- 
lypse; where we assist at the birth of the 
stars and the dissolution of all things; where 
Jehovah is shown to us as dwelling in light 
inaccessible and yet appears a helpless Babe 
wrapped in swaddling bands in a manger; 
where the God who laid the buttresses of the 
everlasting hills, the source of life to all that 
lives, who spoke to his people amid the thun- 
ders of Sinai, dies in ignominy and shame on 
the Cross! 

Across its majestic pages the shadows fall 
of the great empires of the world. There 
loom the walls and the hanging gardens of 
Babylon, the bastions and the towers of 
Nineveh, the massive tiers of the Pyramids 
and the cold, sarcastic smile of the Sphinx. 
In its chronicles we hear the muffled foot- 
steps of the hosts of Persia, the shout of 
the embattled legions of the Consuls and the 
Ceesars of Rome. Above all these rise the 
turrets, the domes, the palaces of Sion, 
the loved walls of Jerusalem, the City of the 
Seers, the Prophets, the Kings of Judah, 
the City of Peace, the City of the Son of God. 
The bowers of Eden, the tents of Abraham 
under the oaks of Mamre, the fields where 
Ruth garnered the sheaves, the Tabernacle in 
the wilderness, the Temple with its courts, its 
sacrifices, its altar, Bethlehem, Nazareth, Gol- 
gotha—these are the scenes where its story 
is laid, where its idyls and sacred tragedies 
are enacted. 

What a book, where history has all the 
charm of a fairy tale and the most astounding 
marvels are vouched for by the infallible 
Word of God! What other volume has dared 
to tell of a host walking dry-shod through the 
waves of the Red Sea, of the waters of the 
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Jordan arching their waves in the majesty of 
their poised flight over the Ark of the living 
God, or of a mortal putting his hands on the 
bridle of the fiery horses of the sun and stop- 
ping them in their course in the heavens, of 
‘One laid in the tomb and rising from the 
‘dead? Since the days of Job, no mortal man 
has dared to enter into discussion and debate 
ywith the Creator. Since the harp of Sion has 
tbeen silenced, no lyre has ever sounded so 
¢solemn and tender a chord as vibrated under 
tthe wizard sway of the inspired singer of the 
1} Psalms, or in the mournful threnodies in 
‘which Jeremiah wailed the sins and the sor- 
irows of his people. What epic can compare 
‘with that of Joshua and Gideon, of David and 
tthe Macchabees? In what literature is there 
{a more triumphant and martial strain than 
‘that of Debora in which she sings of the 
‘routed hosts of Sisera? Greek genius never 
invented so tragic, so touching a story as the 
wondrous history over which even the cynical 
Voltaire dropped a tear, that of Joseph and 
his brethren. The pen of Tacitus never 
equaled in somber majesty the awful pages 
where Ezekiel scourges the vices and the 
crimes of his worldly generation. The mind 
of Plato never dreamed of the sublime vi- 
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sion, the majestic utterances of the princely 
Isaias; the tender heart of Vergil could 
never imagine that scene in which a God, 
clad in the vesture of our humanity, should 
nestle as a Babe in a Virgin’s arms, clasp 
innocent children to his heart, make igno- 
rant fishermen his friends, and speak to the 
repentant sinner only words of forgiveness 
and love. 

And in every word, in every thought, there 
is the echo and the impress of the Divinity. 
Authority, power, unction, majesty, calm, are 
stamped on these sacred pages. Dryden was 
not mistaken when he said of the world’s 
greatest book, that in 

Style majestic and divine, 
It speaks no less than God in every line; 


Commanding words whose force is still the same, 
As the first fiat that produced our frame. 


And the heavens shall grow old as a gar- 
ment, like a scroll and a parchment they shall 
be rolled up. The words, the teachings, the 
schools of the learned, the thoughts of the 
poets and the sages of the world will fasci- 
nate men foraday. This Book is dowered 
of God with immortality and a beauty that 
will never know decay. It is God’s Word 
and it lasts forever.

Tur Christmas Number of the Ladies’ Home 
Journal contains, among other things, a full- 
page article on ‘‘ The Book that Stopped the 
Bullet,’ in which a review of the work of 
Bible societies and other Scripture distribu- 
ting organizations is described in considerable 
detail. This, of course, includes the work of 
‘this Society, the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, and the National Bible Society of 


Scotland, besides the New York Bible Society 
and the Pocket Testament League. It also 
gives the messages of President Wilson, of 
Col. Theodore Roosevelt, and of Gen. Persh- 
ing, with an appropriate illustration of the 
Bible that saved the life of a private in the 
British Army. The public interest in the 
whole subject is well exhibited in this article, 
and all the organizations alluded to may well 
thank the editors of this popular journal. 


Anarticle in 7he Bible in the World, the organ. 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society, gives 
this testimony from the Rev. Lieut.-Col. W. 
Beattie, of the Canadian Army: “It has been 
my rare privilege to give away hundreds upon 
hundreds of copies of the New Testament in 
France, and it would do your heart good to see 
the eagerness with which the books are ac- 
cepted. Never have I had enough. When I 
offer New Testaments at the close of a service, 
the scene is like a busy day on the Stock Ex- 
change—all hands up and bidding eagerly. 
The magnitude of the Society’s work is like 
that of the war; it is big enough to attract the 
biggest menin the world.

Main Street, has re- 
ceived a New Testa- 
ment that saved the 
life of her nephew, 
Fred. J. Snelgrove, of 
Company C, 26th Bat- 
talion, Fifth New- 
foundland Regiment, 
Second Canadian Con- 
tingent. 

“Snelgrove carried 
the book in his breast 
pocket during a French 
raid. When two other 
wounds caused his re- 
moval to a hospital, 
the Bible, with bullet 
imbedded in it, was 
discovered.”

Sequo- 
ya, it will be remembered, was the inventor 
of the Cherokee alphabet, which was suggest- 
ed to him by an old English spelling book, 
from which he made, 
by inverting letters, 
etc., an alphabet of 
eighty-five characters 
to represent the 
Cherokee language. 
By its use, “within a 
few months thousands 
of hitherto illiterate 
Cherokees were able 
to read and write 
their own language.”’ 
The Cherokee New 
Testaments printed 
and supplied by the 
American Bible Socie- 

ren ty are in this alphabet.

LUTHER’S hand Bi- 
ble is still preserved 
as a most precious 
relic in the Berlin 
Markish Museum. It 
came originally from Wittenburg, from the 
library of the theologian professor, Lom- 
matzsch, who sold it in 1765 to Sanitary 
Councillor Lutze, of Koethen, for 9,000 
marks and a life rent. Of the latter the 
Markish Provincial Museum acquired the 
Bible by purchase on January 27, 1877. The 
Bible is the large Basle Latin edition of 
1509 cum pleno apparatu, and annotated 
throughout by Dr. Luther, who made use of 
it in his preparatory study for its translation. 
His characteristic coarse handwriting covers 
every page of the text, and the commenta- 
ries as well as the inside of the parchment 
covers. The title-page contains the Biblical 
quotation: “If thy word, oh Lord, do not 
comfort me, I should perish in misery. 1542 
Mart. Luther D.”’ 


‘December, 1917 
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Mr. Yung Tao Imprisoned 


' HE Peking (China) Gazette of October 

4, 1917, and Zhe China Press of October 
13, 1917, contain articles sharply criticising 
ithe arrest of Mr. Frank Yung Tao. Mr. Yung 
‘Tao,it may be remembered by our readers, was 
baptized and became a member of the Chinese 
Christian Church more than a year ago. The 
BIBLE Society ReEcorp for October, 1916, 
contains his picture and anaccount of him and 
his earnest work, not only as a Christian but 
as a philanthropist, for his own people. The 
mewspaper clippings appear to indicate that 
his arrest grew out of a certain purchase of 
land by Mr. Yung Tao in the interest of the 
Chinese Independent Church. Both news- 
papers speak in severe reprehension of the 
whole proceeding, declaring it to be religious 


persecution and an interference with the lib- 
erty granted under the Provisional Constitu- 
tion to all citizens of the republic. Mr. Yung 
Tao’s high standing among Christian people, 
not only in China but in this country, where 
his name has become widely known, will make 
the whole matter one of keen interest. It 
should be recalled that Mr. Yung Tao was 
baptized on Sunday, May 7, 1916, as part of 
the commemoration of the American Bible 
Society’s Centennial. He had given five thou- 
sand New Testaments to Chinese teachers and 
officials during that year. We trust that the 
prayers of all his friends, and of the Society’s 
friends, will be offered for his speedy release 
from what is described as “close confine- 
ment.”’ 


The Bible Society Indispensable to the Church

EXT to the preaching of the Word of 
God by the living voice, soul acting on 
soul, there is no agency that surpasses the 
American Bible Society in effectively bringing 
the Gospel to the multitudes in Christian and 
non-Christian lands. By reducing the cost to 
the lowest point, by producing it in every con- 
ceivable form in which it may be most serv- 
iceable, by keeping it before the people 
through judicious advertising, and by offering 
it, like the good news it contains, without 
money and without price to those who are un- 
able to buy it, the Bible has been for many 
years the best loved and the most read book 
in the world. 

This is cheering news, and promises well 
for the future. Our jubilation over what has 
been accomplished is not without a remaining 
sense of responsibility. There is yet much 
land to be possessed. Since the day the mes- 
sage of redemption was completed on Patmos 
by God’s servant John, more than fifty gen- 
erations have come and gone, two-thirds of 
which lived and died in the midst of the dark- 
ness in which they were born. Darkness is 
still on the greater part of the nations. 

Christ put a great responsibility on his fol- 
lowers when he commanded them to preach 
the gospel to every creature. We rejoice in 
the appointment. Life becomes great and 
worth living in proportion to the tasks that 
are committed to it. Christ has seen to it that 
the humblest and the least talented believer 


has a work of sufficient importance to make 


life significant. 


It is the intense desire of every believer 
who understands his relation to Christ to do 
his part,and to loyally and lovingly discharge 
his obligation. 

The greatest help that in the providence of 
God has come to the church for the accom- 
plishment of her sublime mission is the Bible 
Society. From the time that her missionary 
arrives on the field till the close of his career, 
this Society stands at his side. If the field is 
one in which others have labored, and the 
pioneer work of Scripture translation has 
been completed, then he finds the Bible So- 
ciety there with the printed Word in the lan- 
guage of the people to whom he is to minis- 
ter. If they are too poor to buy it, they re- 
ceive it as a gift. If there is still an alpha- 
bet to be invented and a written language 
to be formed before the Scriptures can be 
translated, the Society is there to advise and 
to encourage, and to shoulder the financial 
responsibility of the undertaking. The Amer- 
ican Bible Society has had a share in more 
than one hundred and fifty translations or 
revisions of the Word during the century of 
her history. 

A slight acquaintance with the work of the 
Society in the foreign field establishes in the 
minds of thoughtful people the indispensible- 
ness of this institution for the spread of the 
gospel among the nations. Happy the men 
and the women who give to this cause of that 
of which the Lord has counted them worthy 
to be stewards! Many rise up in far-away 
lands and in every clime to call them blessed.

Three years ago, when the present world 
war had been in progress but a few months, 
and many people were discussing the real 
causes of the war, an Emporia business man 
who reads outside of business hours, and who 
thinks much of what he reads, said—‘‘I be- 
lieve this war has been brought about by a 
neglected Jesus Christ.’’ 

To-day, a growing interest in religion is 
evident all over the world. Men are stopping 
to think even in the midst of the turmoil, and 
a great change is evident in the average man’s 
thoughts on religion. Much of it is groping. 
Some of it is constructive thinking that does 
not subscribe blindly to creed and dogma, but 
which is working out a higher meaning for 
religious faith and a greater sense of religious 
obligation, devoid of superstition, than the 
world has known. 

Evidences of this thinking are frequent. 
The man who signs himself “‘ Vox Populi,” 
and “Constant Reader,” and sends communi- 
cations to his newspaper, is discussing his 
own conceptions of religion and his own dis- 
covery of a personal religion. Fathers of 
American boys with the colors are taking time 
from their affairs to reason upon the begin- 
nings of this war and the spiritual-state of the 
world. In England, where almost every home 
has lost a son, books are being written in this 
new field by men who are masters of other 
provinces of learning, and all of them get 
back to the basic principle, that a universal 
neglect of the teachings of Jesus has had 
something to do with the war. 

These new thinkers all reconcile Christian- 
ity and the war, because Christianity is demo- 
cratic. They are arguing as they write their 
newspaper communications and magazine ar- 
ticles that a world in sympathy with the teach- 
ings of Jesus Christ never would have suf- 
fered the great fester of Prussian cruelty to 
grow unchecked until it became a world men- 
ace. And they realize that the first duty of a 


Christian world is to check the physical as well 
as the moral forces of evil.’ 

That is why there is no blasphemy when 
the youth of England and the youth of Amer- 
ica march off to war singing ‘“‘ Onward, Chris- 
tian Soldiers!”’
